DETAILED ACTION 

Reason for Allowance 

Claims 1-13 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited art 
whether taken singularly or in combination especially when all limitations are considered 
within the claimed specific combination, fails to teach or render obvious. 

Claims 1-13: Claim 1 recites the limitation "a third heavily-doped region... which 
forms a third potential barrier for charge carriers generated in the substrate region under 
third barrier", among other limitations. Claims 2 depend from claim 1 . 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "...at least two first regions R1, R2 in said plurality 
of first regions... reverse-biased", among other limitations. Claims 4-8 depend from 
claim 3. 

Claim 9 recites the limitation at least one first region R in said plurality of 1st 
regions. ..the region R has the first conductivity type but is heavier doped to the first 
conductivity type than the first region R...", among other limitations. Claims 10-13 
depend from claim 9 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 
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Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment dated January 04, 2008 is acknowledged. 
Currently claims 1 -1 3 are pending in light of the amendment, in which claim 1 was 
amended, claims 14-17 were cancelled, and claims 2-13 were added have been 
entered of record. 

Newly submitted claims 14-17 directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: claims 14-17 
directed to a method of making a device which is a different patentably from original 
claim 1 drawn to a structure of device. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 14-17 withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 821 .03.
